So far there has beer no hostility towards foreigners. Officers 
of the Entente Mission to-day in military motor Cars have been 
allowed to pass the barricades at the entrance into the 
Wilhelmetrasse. The outsiae of the British Embassy, however, is 
barred with barbed wire and-protected by field and machine gune., 

The ordinary Berliner has so far treated the Revolution out- 
wardly lightly, but there is an undercurrent of uneasiness prevailing. 

It is opined that the Agrarians will support the Revolution and 
despatch large quantities of food to Berlin, with a view to maintain- 

ing the prest-ge of the Government. 


EARLY COLLAPSE PREDICTED. 


Berlin, March li. 


Ebert's Government has issued a Manifesto from Dresden 
denouncing the insurrected as the work of Baltic adventurers and 
predicting an early collapse. It says its decrees are illegal and 

"cannot be recognised. 

The Governments (of,

unconstitutional machinations of reactionaries and that they 
recognise only the Imperial Government and the National ‘Assembly, 
in which their peoples concur. ”

NEW CHANCELLOR'S PROCLAMATION. 


Berlin, March ft 


The new Imperial Chancellor, Herr Kapp, has issued a lengthy 

- Proclamation charging the old Government with corruption. Itin- 

stances the Erzberger case, declaring it incapeble of warding off 

Bolshevism, which is threatening, and alleging that the National 

. Assembly continued ta. govern without any mandate and has iller- | 
ally postponed the elections. 

The Proclamation promises that the financial conditions of the 
Federal States willbe constitutionally restored, that the War Loans 
will be safeguarded and repayments begun, and that economic 
freedom will be restored to landed property, which will be properly 
taxed. Strikes and sabotage willbe ruthlessly suppressed and the 
Government will hold the balance between Capitalism and Labour, 

. shielding the worker against servitude. It concludes :—“ Work is 
the principal duty ofevery man. Germany shall be a moral com- 
‘ munity of labour." : o . ”

THE COST OF LIVING. 


We allhear a very great deal these days about the high cost 
of living. Itis perhaps the most popular and unpopular of subjects. 
No matter {rom what source one picks up a newspaper, whether 
from Homeor America or from any other part of the world one is 
almost bound to find some reference to the struggle that working 
people are having “to make both ends meet.” We in Hongkong 
have our own problem in that connection although for the majority 
of foreign residents it is, happily.” no: the acute problem it is else- 
where. Ttis natural with such a tniversality of the complaint that 
the suggestiins for a remedy should be many and diverge. 

We have come across a rather new idea that emanates from 
Australia—the land in which Labour has taken such a firm hold on 
the Government and people. Opinions widely differ as to the merits 
or demerits of the Australian political caucus, and itis the firm 
opinion of a good many that Juabour, or rather, .its particular 
‘manifestation there, hax been the ruin of the country. But be 
that as it may, all measures should -be looked at from a,merit 
point of view, and so we will indicate what has been recently done. 
Because of the hardships causéd by constantly rising costs, the 

overnmenthas introduced a new plan for the relief of wage earners 

of limited incomes. The measure—already passed by the legis- 
lative assembly—provides that the Board of Trade shall ascertain 
the cost ofliving for a man and wife as well as for a single child, 
and for each additional child inthe family. Statistics will set the 

_ cost of living so that it will form a basis from which all wages will 
‘ be calculated. Wages will be raised and decreased as the cost of 
- fiving risesand falls. A worker will receive at least enough to live 
upon. Children of workers will be maintained by payments from a] 
fund administered by the government, if the worker gets only a 
bare living wage. If his wages are above the living line, the pay- 
ments for maintaining his children will be decreased in: ‘proportion 

nh 
the case of workers receiving three pounds sterling or more in 
_ excess ofthe “ living wage,” the government will not pay anything 
for the. maintenance of the children. Thé funds will be secured 
from the employers, each to contribute in accordance with his 


on other subjects as well. But if 
the Association haS been active, 
the same can hardly be said of 
the Government. It was on Jan- 
uary 30th that the first letter to 
the Colonial Secretary was srit- 
ten on the subject of house rents, 
specific cases being cited and 
protection sought. No answer, 
save the usualstereotyped printed 
reply that the matter was rectiv- 
ing consideration, having been 
received, a further, communics- 
tion was sent in on March 4th, 
pointing out the urgency of the 
matter, by reason of the fact that 
the new increases were to take 
effect from the lst instant. To 
that also, nothing but the “tsual 
formal acknowledgment has so 
far been made. Let us take the 
other two matters—that of the 
hospital and the question of rent 
control. Letters on these sub- 


jects, were sent in on February, 


lith and 21st respectively, but 
with the same result. In the 
circumstances, we are nat 
surprised that the Association 
has given publicity to the corres- 
pondence. It is now made clear 
that the Government, and not the 
Association, is to blame for any, 


delay in action on the subjects 


cited. It is well that the public, 
and especially the members of the 
Association, should be made 
aware ofthat fact. :

Under 
such an arrangement, the Board 
‘would only deal with the cases 
of tenants who choose to com- 
plain, and -we imagine that by 
that method it would not need to 
troubleitself greatly with Chinese 
tenements and the like.

LAWN TENNIS LAW, 


REVOLUTIONARY PROPO- 
SAL FROM AMERICA. 


A revolutionary proposal to 
amend the laws of lawn tennis 
as played in America is to be 
made at a conference called by 
the United States L.T.A. in New 
York. , : ” 

Briefly, the effect of the sug- 
gested change is to decide the 
isaue of aset in handicap match- 
es, not on the games won and 
lost, but on the number of aces 
scored by each player. It is not 
quite clear from Reuters .mes- 
sage, which summarises the pro- 
posal, whether scratch matches 
would be decided in the same way. 

The- new method of scoring 
eliminate the use, of “15—30,”" 
“love,” “‘deuce”® and similar 
terms, which have long 
been a part of the phraseology of 
the game, and counts on a point 
basis—1, 2, 3, &c.—will be sub- 
stituted. If the server wina the 
first point it is ealled “ one-in.” 
If the receiver wins the first 
point, it is called “one-out.’, 
If the server bag won ‘three 
points and» the receiver one, 
it. is. called . ‘ three-one,"’ 
and so on until either player has 
won four points. If one player 
has four points.and the other 
three points, the score is called 
“ three-four " or“ four-three,” as 
the case may be, and the game,is 
scored for the player who first 
thereafter gains a lead of two 
points. . Oo . 

In the new system tf bandicaps 
points are allotted to the ‘players, 
to be added to the points scored. 
At the end of the set the allotted 
points are added.to those scored, 
and the player with- the larger 
totel wins the set, regardless of 
the games won or lost...

NEW FIRE STATION. 


THE PROBABLE SITE. 


Anew and up-to-date Central 

Fire Station is now under the 
consideration of the Public Works 
Department, who are looking out 
for a suitable site. The plot of 
ground opposite .the Central 
Market, which is now taken up by 
the Chinese Theatre, will very 
likely be the site for the new Fire 
Station, according to a Statement 
Director of the Public 
Works Department, the Hon. Mr. 
W. Chatham. : 
The present Fire Station is 
thought ta be inadequate for the 
purposes for which it is intended. 
One of the handicaps whichshow 
itself in theevent of a callis the 
extreme narrowness of that part 
of Queen's Road before the 
Station, which is not sufficient 
to allow the full swing of the fire 
engines when they are taken ov*, 
for an emergency cali. The 
restriction to the general traffic 
of the street is obvious at those 
moments. , 

We have obtained information 
from Mr. Chatham that those 
buildings, known as the old 
Supreme Court and Post Offices 
Iwill very shortly be put up for 
auction. To the enquiries made 
by our representative the Director 
of Public Works’ staged certain 
conditions will be attacked to the 
sale of these properties. As to 
the nature of these conditions, 
our representative was informed 
that they could not. be made 
known until the auction sale. 

The ramours which have been 
current to the effect that the site 
where the Victoria Theatrestands 
will be acquired by the Gorern- 
ment for the purpose of the 
erection of a five storeyed build- 
ing were found to be descredited. 
on enquiries.” The site is the 
property of a local solicitor, who, 
we understand, will shortly take 
it back from Messrs. Ramos and 
Ramos, the owners of the Victoria 
Theatre, to whom it hed been 
leased.

when used in exterior scenes. 
The story of Jast night's play 
is that Penelope (Miss Marie 
Tempest) is a woman who gives 
her husband over much affection. 
Man ‘is by nature a hunter, and 
the husband, Dr. O’Farrel, is 
attracted to another woman, Mrs. 
Ferguson. With the rise of the 
curtain, Penelope is seen with her 
father, mother, uncle and solic- 
itor, and she tells them that she is 
determaincd to divurce her hue- 
band, Her father, the Professor, 
advises his daughter to try and 
get back his affection and let the 
husband see more of the Miss 
Ferguson. that he had ‘fallen 
in love with, as he is sure to be 
bored and therefore return sooner 
or later to his wife. 1n order to 
give a reasonable excuse for his 
.being away from his home, the 
husband creates » a - fictitious 
character,. Mrs. Mack, who 
. is’ supposed to be under 
his care. Penelope apparentiy 
makes this Mrs. Mack a real 
character. Towards the end of 
the second act the doctor: learns 
that his wife had’ discovered all 
about his affair with Mrs, 
Ferguson, “the fictitious Mrs. 
Mack, and instead of being 
-annoyed with him she treats it 
very lightly, and says that she 
does not see why it, should 
not go further’ The second 
act ends with a request 
by Mrs. Ferguson to Dr. O’Farrel 
-to.take her to Paris, she having 


already provided a reason for] 


going there. The third act is 
mainly composed of a scene 
between the husband and wife, 
where ‘it is shown that the 
husband had got tired of Mrs. 
Ferguson. The scene is inter- 
rupted by the ,entry of Mrs.

One of the best scones in the 
whole play takes place between 
the two women, Penelope .and 
Mrs. Ferguson. Itis one of the 
most brilliant situations in the 
whole play, because Penelope 
staggers Mrs. Ferguson by asking 
herwhen she is guing to Paris. 
She replies that she is 
not going but that she is going to 
see Mrs Mack. Penelope informs 
her that Mrs. Mack is dead.

OUR PEKING LETTER. 


(From Our Own Correspondent.) 


Peking, March 3. 


Startling though it is, i! is 
not. altogether unexpected that 
Premier Chin Yung-peng should 
have tendered his resignation on 
Saturday. Since then the Pre- 
sident has ‘tried hard to induce 
him ,to reconsider his decision, 
but so far General Chin has not}, 
withdrawn his resignation. There 
are several good reasons why the 
Premier should take this course. 
Though formerly a member of the 
Anfu party, and though elected 
to bis present office by the votes 
of that party General Chin is 
no longer the militarist that he 
oncawas. He realises that it is 
not the function ofthe military to 
tule the country as they are 
doing at present. Moreover, he 
has no sympathy with the 
policies of the militarists who 
would negotiate with Japan re- 

garding the retrocession of Shan- 
tung or who would accept 
money from Japan to retain their 
armies and their personal 
or party influence. “After all, 
it was fot exected that his cabinet 
hwould last long. Asa matter of 
fact, when he took the premier- 
ship it’ was estimated that he 
would be able to carry on till 
China New Year. He has lasted 
longer than the period which the 
prophets gave kim:

_ POOR PRUSSLA. 


William Hohenzollern of Ame- 
rongen, has driven 6 stiff and 
astounding bargain with fhe 
Prussia which he was instrumen- 
tal in ruining. 

Indeed, it is not too much to 
say that the settlement arrived at 
between him: and the Govern- 
ment of Prussia makes ‘one of 
the most. amazing documents of 
the time. 

Naturally, . the Prussian 
Assembly will. stir up a stor m 
aboutit. 

When Wilhelm ruled, he was 
unpaid as Kaiser, but he had a 
civil Hist of. nearly a million 
pounds as’ King of Prussia; he 
had estates and wealth in various

eigns. 

When he fled, and when revo- 
ution broke out, the Prussian 
Government tovk possession of 
all the Royal property in order 
to protect it and to settle its 
ownership.

By its terms the’ ex-Monarch 
willdrain a hundred million marks 
{in normal times £5,000,000) out 
of a nation already shouider-ceep 
in debt. 

»This amount—and it is only ore 
item—is (says the Bill) to be given 
him’ “in the general. interest,” 
in return for his making over to 
the Prussian State of certain 
jands, works of arts, possessions 
and rights. 

STATE PAYS WILLIAM'S TANES. 
. That amount will be free from 
the proposed capital levy charges. 
Prussia takes upon herself to pay 
that tax. 

If the Kaiser turns this amount 
into’Dutch money, at the present 
,oad rate of exchange. he will 
obtain enough to give him an in- 
come of about twenty thousand 
pounds per annum.

But, as though he were not 
sufficiently well provided. with 
dwellings in the Fatherland he 
Geserted, kindly Prussia presents 
him with three mere—and big 
ones, 

For the space of time covered
